In the history of iconography, the concept of the guardian deities is of very 
great antiquity. The guardians of the directions are the deities who rule the 
specific directions of the space according to Hinduism. As a group of eight 
deities, they are called asta-dikpala- s, literally meaning guardians of eight 
directions. They are often augmented with two extra deities for the ten directions, 
when they are known as the dasa-dikpala- s. In Hinduism, it is traditional to 
represent their images on the walls and ceilings of Hindu temples. Sometimes, 
they are also portrayed in Bauddha and Jaina temples. In the list of the guardian 
deities, we come across a number of Vedic deities such as Indra, Agni, Varuna, 
Marut and Nairrutya. However, with the gradual development of the Puranic 
deities, the significance of these deities decreased and they were grouped under 
guardian deities. We come across a detailed treatment of the iconography of these 
deities in the second chapter of the Rupamandana of Sutradhara Mandana. The 
present paper wishes to make a detailed study of the iconography of these 
guardian deities in an analytical manner.

The important manuscript collection centres are Oriental Manuscripts 
Library, Karyavattam, Kerala University, Manuscripts Library, Dept Of

Manuscript Library, Chinmaya International foundation Manuscripts Library, 
Ernakulam, Thunchanparampu Manuscripts Library, Tripunithura Govt Sanskrit

7. Deriving History from Letters: An Historical Study of Letters 
Exchanged between India and East-Africa from 1933 to 1950 

Sahaj Parikh 

This paper historically analyzes a primary source, which is a compendium 
of letters, catalogued and published as Li. Shastri Yagnapurushdasji. Written in 
Gujarati, these letters comprise of theological preaching and administrative 
reports. Out of 337 letters ranging from 1888 and 1951,1 have analyzed only 44 
letters that were exchanged between the devotees in India and in East Africa 
between 1933 and 1950. 

In this paper, despite accessibility to various genres and several potential 
historical-theological questions at hand, I will be particularly asking two mutually 
independent questions. Firstly, as part of my critical analysis of the documents, I 
will be theoretically looking for the consciousness of ‘nation’ amongst the 
subjects of these letters as devised by modern social-scientists like Benedict 
Anderson and Partha Chatterjee. I historically contextualize the letters to find out 
any links between the subjects of the letters and the nascent Nationalist movement 
developing in India. 

Secondly, I find one particular genre recurring in the subjects of these 
letters: the new and unique theological understanding of the religious 
organization BAPS, which was the primary reason for the schism in the 
Swaminarayan Sampradaya in 1907. Thus, to historicize this historical event, I 
take theoretical recourse to Gandhi’s idea of Satyagraha. I question whether the 
ideological convincing by Shastriji Maharaj to the devotees of East Africa 
through letters can be called a form of Satyagraha. To show why I intend to use 
this theoretical model, I will be substantiating it with a theoretical discussion and 
documented evidences in the paper. 
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8. Jal Jhilni: Boating the lord to cross the oceans of samsara

Every society in the world devises sets of festivals and rituals, which 
carries multiple meanings for its members, as well as acts as their own cultural 
markers. However, the globalizing world has blurred the boundary of what 
constitutes regional vis-a-vis international. The festival of Jal Jhilni, also called 
Parivartani Ekadashi, is one such relatively unknown festival. This particular 
Ekadashi, was part of Vaisnava ritual cycle at least from the Gupta period. 
However, the modern Jal Jhilni has a strong Gujarati character, and serves as a 
medium to express gratitude to the supreme source of the life-giving water. 
Though its obscure history can be linked with early water rituals, its present 
popularity can be largely credited to the attempts of Sahajananda Svami in the 
beginning of the 19 th century. This was one of the several festivals, called 
Samayos, revived by him in their purest form. However, over time the festivities 
underwent minor changes, as it gained the transnational identity. This research 
attempts to trace the beginning and revival of this festival, analyze the narratives 
of its celebrations from the records of the Svaminarayan Sampradaya, and study 
factors for its global spread. Additionally, to what extent did the sectarian 
differences within the Sampradaya, based on the interpretation of the original 
philosophy, led to differential celebratory practices. Lastly, this paper would 
discuss.

16. Narayana-yati’s Vedanta-vibHavana with Auto-commentary: An 
unpublished Advaita- Vedanta Text 

Dr. Ratna Basu, 

Retd. Professor, Department of Sanskrit, University of Calcutta 

Narayana-yati alias Narayana-tlrtha is a well-known exponent of Advaita- 
Vedanta theories and epistemology. This type of work in Sanskrit is called 
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prakarana-grantha. A prakarana text or work aims at expounding and 
illustrating one section of a particular sastra or scientific literature of a subject, 
as it has been so explained by the experts. Narayana-yati’s text Vedanta- 
vibhavana (VV) and the auto-commentary Veddnta-vibhavana-tika, (VVt) are 
serious prakarana works. 

Unfortunately, neither the text of the VV, nor its auto-commentary VVt 
has yet been published in any form. Narayana-yati, more known as Narayana- 
tlrtha belonged to the period during 1600-1700 CE and authored many 
commentaries on great Vedanta treatises like Brahmasiitra of Badarayana and 
Samkaracarya’s commentary on it. The VV and its auto-commentary belong to 
the less, or least known Advaita- Vedanta works. 

Even manuscripts of these works VV and VVt are rare. Only one ms. of it 
is recorded by R. Thangaswami in his Advaita-Vedanta Literature: A 
Bibliographical Survey (AVL). The AVL does not record the ms. available in the 
Asiatic Society, Kolkata bearing manuscript (ms.) no. G 8562, which is in all 
probability an ‘autograph’ type of ms. The New Catalogus Catalogarum (NCC) 
records the ms. In Vadodara ORI, which actually contains only the colophon, but 
is silent about the Asiatic Society ms. There are two incomplete mss. In the 
University of Pennsylvania, which contain only the few latter folios. The NCC 
records Narayana-tlrtha as author of both the text and the comm. The AVL also 
agrees to this point by recording his authorship of the Vedanta-vibhavana 
savyakhya. 

This paper tries to explore the content and importance of the text VV with auto¬ 
commentary. 

17. A Text-critical Study of Arjunamisra’s Commentary Bharatartha- 
dipika on the Rajadharma of the Vaiydsika-Mahdbhdrata 

Arup Ghosh, 

PhD Research Scholar, Deptt. of Sanskrit, Jadavpur University 

Arjunamisra is an early commentator of the Vaiyasika-Mahabharata 
(VMbh), whose works are not much explored. The title of his commentary is 
Bharatartha-pradlpika, also known as Bharatartha-dlpika, Mahabharatartha- 
dlpika, Mahabharatartha-pradlpika and Bharatasamgraha-dlpika. He hailed from 
Bengal and preceded the other famous commentator Nllakanthasarman who 
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authored Bharata-bhavadlpa. His commentary has not yet been published in any 
form. Manuscripts of Arjunamisra’s commentary on Rajadharma are available 
only in Howrah Sanskrit Sahitya Samaj, bearing the accession number 1114/5, 
and The Sanskrit College and University, bearing the accession number 1994. 
The descriptions of these manuscripts are as follows.

It is important and significant to explore and evaluate Arjunamisra’s commentary

on the Rajadharma section of the VMbh, praised highly by Haraprasad Shastrl. 
The other Bengali commentator of the VMbh, i.e. Haridasa-Siddhantavaglsa in 
the 20th cent. CE. is after almost 600 years of Arjunamisra. Haridasa- 
Siddhantavaglsa’ s commentary is titled Bharatakaumudl. A comprehensive text- 
critical study of this text (Maha) Bharatartha-(pra)dlpika is a prime need of the 
day, particularly for the literary-cultural history of Bengal and a holistic research 
of the VMbh. 

18. Narayanabhatta and his Text Jalasayotsargavidhi 
Somnath Chakraborty 

PhD Research Scholar, Dept, of Sanskrit, University of Calcutta 
Narayanabhatta, an eminent author of numerous texts on Dharmasastra,

was bom in 1435 saka year or 1513 CE as stated by Samkarabhatta, one of the 
sons of Narayanabhatta. For his erudition and expertise the Mughal Emperor 
Akbar had honoured him with the title Jagadguru. He had a profound impact on 
later authors of smrti texts directly and indirectly through his sons and grandsons. 
His compositions are standard works on the subjects they deal with, and are used 
even now almost all over India. Antyestipaddhati, Prayogaratna, Tristhallsetu etc. 
are some of his works on Smrti. Among his various compositions one text titled 
Jalasayotsargavidhi is a yet unpublished work which registers explications on 
consecration of water-bodies. This text is available as ms. in the Asiatic Society, 
Kolkata, bearing the accession no. G6048. The description of the ms. is as follows 
— SI. No.: 2511(Des. Cat. Vol. 3); Ms. No.: G6048; Title: Jalasayotsargavidhi; 
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Author: Narayanabhatta; Subject: Smrti; Language: Sanskrit; Script: Devanagari;

25. Identification of a Rare Sculpture Found in Village Kikali, 
Maharashtra through the works of Kalidasa 

Chaitanya Sathe 

Symbiosis International University 

The Bhairavnath temple at Kikali is located off Pune-Satara highway,in 
Wai taluka, Maharashtra. It can be placed loosely in 11th-13th century during 
period of Shilahara-Yadavas on a stylistic ground. The Archaeological Survey of 
India (ASI) has also conferred status of the state protected monument to this 
temple. In the main shrine, mandapa has four decorated pillars depicting various 
narrative sculptures mainly showing several mythological stories from 
Ramayana; however, the identification of one of the sculpture panel has not been 
done so far by any authoritative body. The present paper has made an effort to 
identify this rare sculpture through literary works of Kalidasa and its cultural 
importance if any. The Result of the study provides photographic details of the 
sculpture. The sculpture is been identified to be of King DilTpa of Ikshvaku 
Dynasty. As the sculpture is unique & rare, its identification is done on the basis 
of literary descriptions rather than prevalent iconography principles. This paper 
also examines the placement of this sculpture and logic behind it. 

26. The Site and the Source of Safdar Jung Tomb: Alternate Dimensions of 

late-Mughal Delhi 

Vandan Gor, St. Stephen's College 

This paper attempts to develop a model which uses architecture as a source 
in corroboration with the textual sources in order to encourage novel ways of 
understanding its (architecture’s) corresponding social, political, and religious 
scenario. By doing so, the paper contextualizes and vitalizes the material structure 
or that architecture. Thus, architecture is used both as an object-a means to create 
a narrative and as a subject around which revolves the existing narrative. Safdar 
Jung tomb, that subject and object of my paper, is one such architectural 
masterpiece which shows how the Mughal Empire functioned in the 18th century. 
Amidst the turbulent socio-political relations of the 18th century, it reveals how 
Delhi continued to expand and prosper through the 18th century. By building 
premises in these contexts, finally, it concludes by depicting how it can dispel the 
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meta-narratives and produce a counternarrative pertaining to the religious and 
political scenario of the 18th century Mughal Empire. 

27. Philanthropic Activities of Governor’s Under Great Mughals In Bihar 

Dr. Subhash Chandra Prasad 

Asst Prof., Ram Autar Gautam Sanskrit, College, Ahalyasthan, Darbhanga 

Bihar was conquered by Akbar in 1574 and formally organized as a Subah 
in 1580. It remained under effective Mughal control till the reign of Aurangzeb 
(1707). After that it gradually passed under the control of the Bengal Nawabs. 
For over a century and a quarter the Mughal Subah of Bihar, the major centres of 
such building activities were the towns of Patna, Rohtas, Maner, Munger and 
Bihar Sharif. Other centres included Hajipur, Darbhanga, Muzaffarpur and 
Palamu. This paper does not make an attempt to present a complete or 
comprehensive list of such public structures; instead it focuses on an illustrative 
and concise list mainly to assess the cultural and economic implications of 
building activities of the Mughals. The objective is to reiterate that the ruling class 
in medieval India, especially under the Mughals, took extensive interest in public 
works and architectural activity of a related nature. Not only the Mughal 
emperors, whose contribution is well-known, but also their nobles and 
subordinate officials played an active role in this sphere. 

The structures raised by Raja Man Singh are, in way symbols of the 
stability, vigour and glory of Mughal rule over the area. Catherine Asher has 
examined the significance of these structures at some length. She points out that 
at Rohtas, Raja Man Singh built "by far the most impressive palace for any 
governor in the Mughal Empire. It was also the largest non-imperial palace in 
the entire Mughal Empire". She draws attention to the two inscriptions at the 
entrance gate of the Raja's palace; one in Persian with extensive reference to the 
emperor and only a brief mention of Raja Man Singh; the other in Sanskrit 
wherein Akbar's name is omitted and the Raja's name is highlighted. She 
interprets this as an indication of "the dual relationship between the Raja and the 
Mughal emperor". In her opinion, this dual role was that of the "Emperor's agent 
and a Raja in his own right". She asserts that such a duality was "characteristic 
of the relationship between Akbar and his lesser authorities". Having interpreted 
in this light, the structure provides a fresh insight into the relationship between 
the King and the nobility during Akbar's time.

29. Global Documentary Heritage and Sanskrit Manuscripts

The past could be explored only if it is documented and preserved properly. 
UNESCO, with its Memory of World (MOW) programme intervened to 
safeguard the documentary heritage. MOW register created in 1992 lists 
documentary heritage which met the criteria of world significance. The decision 
as to the choice of materials for inclusion in the World Register is subject to 
appraisal standard that have been decided and agreed upon by the International 
Advisory Committee (IAC). The criteria in short are influence, time, place, 
people, subject, form and style, social value, integrity and rarity of the material. 
Thus, the MOW recognizes documentary heritage of international, regional, and 
national significance and maintains registers of the same and awards a logo to 
identify it. Indian Manuscripts occupy a distinct position as it holds important 
clues to the intellectual traditions.

It is almost truism to say that archaeology is one of those sciences which help us 
unravel our past which is incumbent upon us in order to understand our present. 
It is also true, to a large extent, that, it literally unearths our past by digging into 
the earth. That is the very perception formed by the general public about 
archaeology and not very wrong also, I would say.

Popular image of an archaeologist nurtured by movies is a bearded, bespectacled, 
sedate gentleman digging into the earth, as one satirical magazine described an 
archaeologist as a man with beard in a hole. While digging, the excavator comes 
into contact with some weird object which starts creating nightmares in life of the 
people coming into contact with it. 

The word archaeology comes from the Greek arkhailogia- 'discourse about 
ancient things', but today it has an expanded, meaning of the study of the human 
past, 'through, of course, the material objects which have survived through the 
ravages of time.' Archaeology basically deals with the past and it provides a very 
very valuable help in reconstructing the history or rather prehistory of mankind. 
Where everything fails, archaeology steps in. 

We are very well aware that historical study of ancient India has many 
lacunae which cannot be filled up with only textual sources. Rgveda, it is true, is 
the oldest available written document of mankind and it is the most valuable 
document as far as historical and cultural data are concerned. Yet it leaves a lot 
of questions unanswered. Herein comes the archaeology and tries to unravel by 
unearthing the past.

37. Brahmanas in Buddhism with Particular Reference to Atthakatha

The general view hypothesized and propagated in the socio-religious 
historiography of early India maintains that Buddhism originated against the 
prevailing Vedic mainstream patronized under the hegemony of Brahmanas. At 
the same time it is also pointed out that Buddhism drew its core inspiration from 
the Upanishadas. This interpretation gained currency in course of time. It has also 
been said that the origin of Buddhism was a manifestation of the ongoing 
Brahmana-Kshatriya conflict in the Later Vedic times. However, a close scrutiny 
of the course of evolution of Buddhism and the role of persons involved therein 
as catalysts - particularly on intellectual plane - reveals a remarkably 
contradictory dynamic of socio-intellectual behavior. Right since the days when 
Buddha, in person, was engaged in propagating his gospels - verbally as well as 
institutionally - to the centuries to come in bringing about the texts and literature 
concerning the creed, one more often than not comes across individuals belonging 
to the Brahmana varna. Some of them attained positions of phenomenal repute 
and reverence in the Buddhist tradition. The celebrated names of Buddhadatta, 
Buddhaghosha and Dhammapala are examples in this context. The three are 
credited with keeping the Atthakatha alive and popular in India by bringing them 
back from Srilanka and by translating them from Simhalese to Magadhi or Pali. 
The enthusiasm and dedication exhibited by these brahmanas proves substantially 
that disagreements at any level in early Indian civilization was not permanent or 
all pervading in all respects. Instead, the intelligentsia of the times were dynamic 
and flexible enough in recognizing the positive and prospective elements of their 
declared opponents too - a trait which has left treasures of legacies before us to 
perceive, conceive and disseminate for a brighter civilisational progress. 
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38. Thel65-year Yuga of Sphuiidhwaja’s Yavanajataka and The Era of the 

Sakas : Redressing Some Discrepancies in Indian Chronology 

Kausiki Chebiyyam 

The paper argues that the Era of the Sakas reckoned in the Sanskrit text 
Yavanajataka of Sphujidhwaja in the context of describing a 165-year solar 
yuga of the Yavanas, was the era of Zoroaster or the ‘Coming of Religion’ in 
Sakastana in 580BCE, and that the yuga referred, was the basis for the 
adaptation of the Zoroastrian Wihezagig Calendar in the early Achaemenid 
empire. 

The study draws corroborations from Iranian literary sources for the 
intercalations in the Zoroastrian calendar, and uses Jagannatha Hora and 
Calendrical Calculations software programs for the verification of the 165-year 
calendrical cycle. In doing so the paper endeavors to discover and connect two 
lost traditions of astronomical calendars in History. 

The year 580 BCE, the paper further vouches, was the Sakakaala reckoned 
by VriddhaGarga referred by Varahamihira in the Brihatsamhita, that places 
the epoch of Yudhishtira at the around the epoch of the Kali Era 3102 BCE, in 
line with Aryabhata’s view. This study is thus set to redress the apparent 
discrepancy of 653 years in the reckoning of the Epoch of Yudhishtira Era in 
the literary sources.

44. Sculptures and Inscriptions of Navagadh - An Introduction

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History is the mirror and factual explanations of the activities of Past and 
the Inscriptions are the live source of the history. Undoubtedly, the inscriptions 
play an important role in unfolding the conundrum of Indian history and also 
considered as a live evidence of the historical facts. 

Jainism has been very famous for its Tirthas, the holy places. The Tirthas 
are mostly established on the places of the birth and Nirvana of the Tirthankaras 
or where they completed their at least three out of four Kalyanakas (auspicious 
events) - garbha. Janma, diksha and kevala-jnana. We find a lot of information 
regarding this in Jain inscriptions from Navagadh. 

Inscriptions have a plethora of information about the Political and Socio- 
cultutal History of the period they belong to, and may be studied in the light of 
other contemporary sources. 

Nandpur is the oldest name of Navagadh. This site presently known as 
Pragatihasik Aatisaya Shetra Navagadh. Its Post office name is Sujana, Village 
Nabai, Tehsil - Mehrauni, District - Lalitpur and Longitude and Latitude- 
78.412018 and 24.687860. The distance of Navagadh is only 24 km from 
Mehrauni and 30 Km from Tikamgadh. 

In this connection the site of Navagadh belongs to period of Prehistoric, 
period of Chandellas of Budelkhand. The ancient history of Navagadh is shown 
its powerful bright image of Jain Philosophy, Culture of Jainism, rock-art, rock- 
cut image, rock- painting, religion, epic, inscriptions, art architecture and 
iconography. 

Aadinath is the first Tirthankara of Jainism. The epic of Jainism, contexts 
are very less to describe of Aadinath. We time only some symbol and 
philosophical aspects by the book Prawachan senodhaar. Bull is the symbol of 
Aadhinath reliugous wheel is also the symbol of first Tirthankara. The reference 
of some book like Aabhigyan Pratisthasarodhar, tilayapanna path, Nirvan kalika 
and Jain granth are helping the knowledge of Aadinath.

Even the Uigur Turks (740-1335 A.D.) of Turkistan who were 
advanced and enjoyed a high level of cultures and civilization had shown great 
interest in scientific study. 
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3. Development of Short Story in Arabic

Men and women have always taken a keen interest in story-telling, one 
may say from time immemorial. Even religious literature has some of the finest 
stories as we find in the Old Testament. The Arabs whether medieval or Modern, 
are no exception to this general rule. Nay, they have been one of the finest story¬ 
tellers and writers of the world. The famous collection of fairy tales and the 
'Arabian Nights' is their immortal gift to the world. One may object here that

Besides the Arabian Nights' there are other collections of stories in Arabic with 
literary and love stories, for instance "Masari'u'l-'Ushshaq" (Death of lovers). 


4. Persian Translations of the Bible 
Biyan Koya - Kerala 

As we know Emperor Akbar was greatly interested in the study of 
comparative religion, and therefore wrote to Portuguese authorities at Goa to send 
to him such Christian or Jewish scriptures as might have been translated into 
Arabic and Persian. One of the letters to the Portuguese authorities he writes thus: 

But we have no evidence that the Portuguese sent the emperor any 
Christian literature in Arabic or Persian though Christian missionaries did visit 
the imperial court of Agra from time to time trying to convert the emperor and 
his people to Christianity. The emperor apparently allowed some of his sons, for 
instance prince Danial, to be converted to Christianity and placed him under the 
charge of the Portuguese missionary known as Faritun Firangi to study Greek. 

5. Sved Ghulam 'Ali Azad of Bilgram 
Sohel Malek 

Bilgram, a big town in the district of Hardoi in Uttar Pradesh, has been 
famous for producing many a great scholar who held responsible positions in the 
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Mughal administration of the time. In this very town Ghulam Ali, son of Syed 
Nuh, was born on Sunday the 25 th Safar 1116 A.H. (1704 A.D.). The whole family 
had a particular taste for knowledge and learning. His material uncle Syed 
Mohammad (1101-1185 A.H.) was a poet, fond of playing with words and 
phrases. His maternal grand-father Syed 'Abd al-Jalil (1071-1138 A.H.) was an 
eminent scholar and a learned theologian. He was well-versed in Arabic, Persian, 
Hindi and Turkish, spoke all the four languages with great eloquence and flow 
and wrote verses in each of them with the same facility and grace. 

Ghulam Ali Azad was brought up in such a scholarly atmosphere. He 
studied the prescribed course from beginning to end with his beloved teacher 
Syed Tufail Mohammad of Utrauli, while he read philosophy and the Prophet's 
biography with his maternal grand-father and received from him a diploma of 
proficiency in Tradition as well as in Arabic and Persian poetry. He himself 
admits in the Sary-i-Azad 1 that he was the pupil of Mir 'Abd al-jalil in Arabic 
poetry. As regards prosody he picked it up from his maternal uncle Syed 
Mohammad and benefited himself to a certain extent in other branches of 
literature too. 

6. Construction of Ka'ba - A Historical View Point 
Phayaz Husen Malek 

Many a legend is documented pertaining to the first and subsequent 
constructions of the Holy Kaba. Literature - survey shows that the Kaba has been 
constructed for eleven times and may be detailed under following heads: 

Angelic Construction: - 

According to Azarqi, when Allah, the Almighty told angels that he was 
going to depute a Khalifa (successor) on the earth, then angels submitted to 
Almighty that if he deputed someone other than them as successor on the earth, 
he would spread disturbances and shed blood. The Almighty Allah became angry 
with the angels. Then angels in heaven started lamenting and weeping to seek 
forgiveness. They made seven rounds of heaven (Arsh) which made Almighty 
pleased. He commanded them to go to the earth and build a house there and said, 
"Whosoever would take refuge in that house and make similar seven rounds to it, 
would be granted absolution as I have granted you absolution." Then the angels 
constructed Al-Bait-ul-Allh (1). 
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There is a legend that Allah Almighty commanded the angels to build a 
house similar to that of Al-Bait-al-Ma'moor on the earth and the angels obeyed. 
Allah Almighty said that rounds of the house (Tawaf-e-Khanq-e-Ka’ba) be made 
in the similar fashion to that of Al-Bait-al-Ma'moor (2). 

7. Mutazila School of Thought

Origin and development: 

During the life time of the Prophet and the early period of Islam, the 
Muslims seldom questioned the real meaning of the tenets and ordinances of 
Islam, and if there arose any difference regarding some minor detail it was solved 
to the satisfaction of Believers by the Prophet himself or by some of his close 
companions after his person was no more among the Muslims. 

(Ref. Position of the Prophet as defined in the Quran, admiration of the 
companions of the Prophet as described in Hadith.) 

After the Prophet and his close companions were no more, with the 
conquest of a vast territory beyond the confines of Arabia and with the acceptance 
of Islam by people of various faiths and traditions, the situation changed and new 
elements began to assert themselves, and even question the traditional way of 
interpreting the Quran. Especially newly converted Muslims were inclined to 
discuss the fundamentals of Islam on a rational basis and explain the Quranic 
verses in the light of their ancestral faith. 

(Ref. Contact of Islam with Christianity, discussion on those Quranic 
verses which may admit different interpretations, Greek Logic and Philosophy 
also asserted its influence on religious arguments).

8. The Internal Organization of the Wahabi Movement, 1831-1871 

Nizamuddin Shaikh 

The 18 th Century which witnessed the gradual expansion of the British 
Empire in India, strangely enough, was also characterized by a series of 
conspiracies, risings and generally anti-British movements of varying nature and 
extent. Among the latter the Movement of 1857-59 and the Wahabi Movement 
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stand out as the two most pre-eminent ones. While the former has been the subject 
of several comprehensive studies-soon after it's occurrence-supplemented by a 
few valuable ones in recent years-there has yet been no adequate treatment of the 
latter. 


Some accounts, however one-sided, of the external manifestations of the 
Wahabi Movement - the protracted series of campaigns against the English on 
the N.W. Frontier and adjoining tribal areas, the trials of some of its leaders, their 
convictions and life on the Andaman Islands, etc. - are available. Particularly, on 
the former topic there are a large number of authentic and near-contemporary 
works, the principal ones being the "Records of Expeditions against the N.W. 
Frontier tribes" by Lieut. W.H. Paget (Calcutta, 1874), "A Report on the 
Yusufzais", by H.W. Bellew, (Lahore, 1864), and 'Sitana' by Col. Adye, (London, 
1867). 

9. Shaikh Muhammad Bin Abd Al-Wahhab, His Movement and Its 
Intellectual and Literary Impact As Viewed By Taha Husain 

Naimuddin Shaikh 

Dr. Taha Husain, the doyen of modern Arabic Literature has covered a 
wide range of topics and themes in his writings. No significant aspect of the 
social, cultural and intellectual life of the Arab peoples has escaped his attention, 
and he has expressed his views and impressions about them all. So, it is no wonder 
that the greatest Islamic reformer of the 18 th century (12 th century of Hirjah), 
Shaikh Muhammad bin Abd al-Wahhab and his reform movement popularly 
known as Wahhabi Movement have received due treatment in the writings of 
Taha Hussain. 

Taha Husain's estimate of Muhammad Bin Abdal-Wahhab is contained in 
his article entitled "Literary Life in the Arabian Peninsula. This article is included 
in his book ALWAN which is a collection of some of his essays written on 
different topics related to literature and culture. Therefore, he does not write about 
Mohammad bin Abdal-Wahhab as such, but mentions him and his movement in 
course of his discussion of the literature in the Arabian Peninsula. 
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10. Arabic and Persian Section - Chacha - Nama 

Aziz Koya - Kerala 

Ali Bin Hamid of Kufa, an Arab immigrant who settled in Sind, made a 
significant addition to the historical intelligence of this period by focusing light 
on the Arab conquest of north-western India that had taken place before the close 
of the first century Hijra (H. 93/711 A.D.). The Arabs sailed towards the coast of 
Sind in their small ships, defeated Raja Dahar whose empire extended over Sind 
and Panjab, established their administrative control from Dibel (modern Karachi) 
to Multan, and made pre-paration to attack Qannauj - the capital of another great 
empire in the heart of Indo - Gangetic valley, when they were deprived by their 
dashing leader, Muhammad bin Qasim. None the less their grip was not altogether 
lost, the territory that had been swept by their first wave of conquest was spotted 
by the colonies of Kharjites as their movement weakened outside India, and 
again, it provided refuge to Ismaili fugitives whose Indian strongholds finally 
went out of existence when Sultan Mahmud attempted to maintain uniform 
orthodoxy. 

Being the earliest model derived from Arab historiography the Chach- 
Nama cast a long shadow over the historical literature produced in India. The 
translator further embellished its broad plan by adding an introduction. In it he 
mentions the two monarchs, Nasiruddin Qabacha and Muizzuddin Muhammad 
bin Sam Ghuri. 
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11. What Is Islam?

Simeen was born in 
modem Iran but she loved classical poetry and wrote in the classical style. 
However, she was never opposed to the new form of poetry which was started by 
Nima. She was of the opinion that poetry should not be restricted with any 
particular form. Simeen died on 19 th August 1914 in Tehran at the age of 87. She 
had many poetical collections at her credit and received a number of prestigious 
awards. In 1999 she was nominated for Noble Prize for literature. The main 
characteristic of her poetry is the right of women, freedom of feminine thoughts 
and its expression.

19. Shaikh Sadi: - A Versatile Genius 
Javed Alam Siddiqui

Sadi was born around 1184 A.D. at Shiraz, a well-known state in modern 
Iran. No written history about his early life is available, but his own scattered 
verses provide some interesting anecdotes related to his early life which suggests 
that his father Muslih-ud-Din Abdullah had expired while Sadi was in his 
boyhood. After his father’s death he was brought up under the protection of 
Atabek Sad bin Zangi, the Governor of Shiraz (1195-1226 A.D.), and in whose 
honour he took his pen-name ‘Sadi’. He received his early education at Shiraz 
and from there he went to Baghdad, where he acquired his higher education from 
Nizamia College. After a long and eventful life Sadi breathed his last in 1291 
A.D. at Shiraz. 
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Sadi was a poet par-excellence. He composed verses in almost, all 
conventional forms of Persian poetry. He is also credited for laying down formal 
foundation of Ghazal. In spite of praising kings and nobles he targeted 
contemporary social system and wrote on the common subject, like, self-respect, 
purity, simplicity in life, secularism, humanity, brotherhood and likewise.

3. The Vedanta philosophy seen in Karaka Prakarana of Siddhanta 

KaumudI 

Ms. Shruti Kanitkar 

The present paper is focused on studying the traces of Vedanta philosophy 
on the Paninian grammar. Siddhanta KaumudI authored by Bhattoji DIksita is the 
treatise undertaken for study. In order to limit the scope of the paper, only the 
Karaka Prakarana is being analysed here. This study is based on the analysis of 
examples given in Karaka Prakarana by the author. These examples are provided 
for demonstating the meaning of aphorisms in Astadhyayi. 

The types and categories of these illustrative sentences too, are studied 
here. It is found that the examples referring to Hari/Krsna evidently have a 
qualitative significance in Bhattoji’s treatise. For instance, some sentences are 
‘cTvTTTIFTfWTTftcf |\ WlWb |’, ‘TO Fftrfl |’ etc. They all show 

the devotive element in the mind of the author. 

It is observed that the examples used in Siddhanta KaumudI not only 
explain the subject in hand, i.e. the grammatical meaning and application of the 
Paninian aphorisms, but also suggest feeling of deep devotion and love for Lord 
Hari i.e. Visnu. This adds devotional flavour to the study of grammar and also 
establishes an emotional bond with the learners. From this style of giving 
examples related to philosophical importance of Hari, it seems that Bhattoji had 
an affiliation to the Vaisnava Vedanta, specially the Ramanuja or Madhva schools 
of Vedanta. Thus, the growing influence of Haribhakti in 15 th century C.E. is 
visible in the discipline of grammar as well.

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21. Yoga and Translation: Morphological and Semantic Shift 

Kokila Kalekar 

Co-Sponsoring of the Resolution to celebrate International Yoga Day by 
175 out of 193 members of United Nations General Assembly, stands testimony 
to the recognition of the significance of the ancient Indian tradition whose earliest 
evidence goes back to the Indus Valley Civilization dated around 2500 BC. It is 
the seal depicting a deity sitting in a Yogic posture surrounded by animals, 
identified as Pashupati Nath, ie. the Lord of animals, an epithet of Lord Shiva. 
Later we find sculptures/paintings of Lord Buddha and Mahavira in meditative 
postures in the early centuries of Christian era. These visual representations are 
corroborated by literary evidences which show that both of them attained 
enlightenment after years of penance - which perhaps was nothing but - practice 
of Yoga. 

The most important text that expounds the practice of Yoga in a systematic 
way is Yoga Sutras of Patanjali. The other texts dealing wholly or partially with 
physical, mental and spiritual aspects of Yoga are Hath Yoga Pradipika, Shiva 
Samhita, Gheranda Samhita, Yoga Vashishtha, Ramayana, Srimad Bhagwad 
Gita, Aparokshanubhuti etc. 

Most of the texts mentioned above were written and commented on, in 
Sanskrit. Later they were translated into English and other Indian Languages. The 
proposed paper takes a look at these translations so as to understand the concept 
of Yoga through various definitions and typology as well as to study how 
different aspects of Yoga have developed over a period of time thereby 
rejuvenating the age old practice.

Tibetan language belongs to the Tibeto-Burman language group, sub group 
of Sino-Tibetan family. Tibetan language is found in the mountain belt areas in 
India, such as Darjeeling, Kalimpong, Sikkim, Arunachal Pradesh, Ladakh, 
Kinnaur and some areas in Uttarakhanda etc. There are huge number of Tibetan 
speaking People situated in Nepal and Bhutan. It is also the honoured in 
Mongolia. 

Tibetan is written in a traditional syllabary Script and was primarily used 
for translating Buddhist texts bought to Tibet from India in 7 th Century. The 
Tibetan phonetic system is formed on the basis of Sanskrit writing system. The 
entire Mahayana Buddhist Scriptures are available in the Tibetan language. 
Grammar plays a crucial role for understanding the meaning of any text properly. 
Tibetan Grammatical texts are composed on the basis of Indian Grammar, that 
means based on Sanskrit Grammar, practically. 

So, I will focus here on particularly the phonological system between 
these two languages, i.e. a comparison between the alphabets, their 
Pronunciation, phonetic changes, Accentual pattern etc.

40. Consecration ritual portrayed in Matrsadbhava - an early Kerala 

Tantra text

Research Scholar, Sree Sankaracharya University of Sanskrit, Kalady 

Consecration is an essential part of every temple and these rituals vary 
different ways in various texts and different parts of India. Matrsadbhava is an 
early Kerala tantric ritual manual dealing with the temple rituals of Bhadrakali 
(also known as Rurujit) along with saptamatrs (seven mothers). The chapters like 
12 and 13 discuss consecration rituals of bhadrakali and saptamatrs. The major 
topics that the chapters deal with include “what are the rituals should have done 
before the consecration? Which types of diamonds, metals, minerals are using for 
this ritual? Which types of grains, medicines etc. are using for the consecration? 
How should be the idol installed in the pltha? Rituals of consecration, what are 
the rituals should have done after consecration? Etc.” These two chapters are 
discussing these for the consecration ritual of bhadrakali and saptamatrs. 

The text Matrsadbhava is a summary of southern Brahmayamala text and 
it systematizes and organizes the ritual of the Yamala cult of Mothers in twenty- 
eight chapters. The present study also focuses to compare the consecration ritual 
in southern Brahmayamala and Matrsadbhava and will study how the ritual 
varies in both texts.

42. Auto Gender decoding in Indian Lexicography 

Sivaja S. Nair 

Post-Doctoral Fellow, Karnataka Samskrit University, Bangalore 

The history of Sanskrit lexicon begins from the Vedic period. The very 
first lexicon is Yaska's Nighantu. The characteristics of the Indian lexica are 
multifarious. The lexica are normally divided into chapters or sections with 
specific nomenclature. Most of the kosas are of metrical compositions, usually 
slokas, obviously to facilitate learning by heart and memorizing unlike modem 
dictionaries 

Normally word, its meaning and its gender are recorded in each slokas 
explicitly and implicitly. The gender of each word is not mentioned directly in 
the slokas. According to the style of the lexicographer, the coding system differs. 

For decoding the gender, some of the kosas give a short introduction in the 
preface of the book. Kosas like Amarakosa, Vaijayantlkosa, Medinlkosa, etc. are 
also providing a special chapter for deciding the gender viz. 
Lingadisangrahavarga in Amarakosa, lingadisangrahadhyaya in Vaijayatlkosa, 
etc. These chapters give light to the gender decoding system. 

This paper discusses about the auto decoding system of gender which is 
explicitly and implicitly coded in the kosas. The implementation of gender 
decoding mles will serve all kosas to extract the gender information of a word 
automatically.
